This species is nearest to M. Halleana Kcehne v. spontanea Koidzumi, but 
differs from it with ovoid or orbicular petals, always 3 styles instead of 5 in 
the latter, acuminate sepals and flowers more (5-6) fascicled instead of 3-4 
of the latter. 
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Tliis differs also from M. theifera Rehder and M. floribunda Sieb. with 
the serration of leaves and the form of petals. 

The present species blooms in the middle of April.
